The Metropolitan Police has launched a drive for more special 
constables and volunteers 


Dozens of residents have 
registered an interest in 
becoming a police special 
constable. 

A recruitment event at 
Morrisons in Chingford on 
Wednesday 19 May saw 60 
people say they were interested in 
doing the job of a volunteer police 
officer for 25 hours a month, 
which includes all the duties 
performed by a full time officer. 

Waltham Forest already has 
50 Metropolitan Police Special 
Constables (MSC) who hold full 
times jobs ranging from teaching 
assistants to nurses and prison 
officers. They have clocked 
up more than 1,000 hours of 
service in the borough since 
January 2010. 

The borough’s longest serving 
MSC is John Ayres who will 
have done the job for 40 years 
on 29 June. 

He told Waltham Forest News 
“I’ve always said that it’s the 
most different thing that you can 
do - no other voluntary sector 
role compares with it. 

“It is most rewarding because 
as a member of the public, you 
get the opportunity to work as a 
police officer and help to bring 
safety and security to other 
people.” 

Sgt Robin Stewart, who 
manages the special constables 
in Waltham Forest, said: “Being

• A change in the law required all London councils to 
choose one of two forms of leadership by 31 December 
2009 - either a directly-elected mayor or a ‘strong 
leader’ with cabinet 

• On 22 October the council decided to adopt the second 
option, that of strong leader and cabinet 

• While this is similar to the pre-existing form of 
governance (i.e. a leader is elected and chooses cabinet 
members to oversee the council’s various services), 
there are some changes. These include the following: 

• The leader will serve for a four-year term and can only 
be removed from post by a resolution of Full Council, 
death or resignation 

• The Leader will hold all executive powers and may 
delegate powers to the Cabinet, Cabinet Members, 
Cabinet committees or officers 

• The Leader will appoint members of the Cabinet and 
allocate portfolios, and may change these at any time 
as he/she thinks fit

“As well as prioritising 
housing, regeneration and 
the environment we will also 
be opening local schools 
for four weeks throughout 
the summer holidays for 
residents of all ages to use for 
community events.” 

Having adopted the ‘strong 
leader’ form of governance 
(see fact file above), Cllr 
Robbins will now serve a 
four-year term as Leader 
of Waltham Forest Council. 

Following notice of his 
re-election, Cllr Robbins 
formally announced the 
make-up of the Council’s 
new cabinet. 

The cabinet has reduced 


from ten members to 
eight and dispenses with 
a permanent deputy, all of 
which saves the borough 


more than £50,000 per year. 
Cllrs Anna Mbachu, Jenny 
Gray, Mark Rusling and 
Ahsan Khan will assist as 
Junior Cabinet Members 
and, while the services 
each Cabinet Member 
oversees have not yet been 
finalised you can expect 
Waltham Forest News to 
be first with the news when 
the details are finalised. In 
addition, details of all ward 
councillors will appear in 
the next edition. 

Cllr Masood Ahmad 
(Labour) of Lea Bridge 
Ward was formally sworn 
in as the new Mayor of 
Waltham Forest, taking over 
the duties from Cllr Anna 


Mbachu. The Mayor stands 
as the borough’s civic 
and ceremonial head, acting 
as Chair of all full council 
meetings. Cllr Ahmad will 
represent Waltham Forest 
at public, civic and 
ceremonial events and 
welcome guests and 
dignitaries to the borough 
on the Council’s behalf. Cllr 
Geoff Walker (Conservative) 
will serve a year-long term 
as Deputy Mayor, fulfilling 
the borough’s mayoral 
obligations when Cllr Ahmad 
is unable to do so himself.

High Street ward 
election 

The Office of National Statistics (ONS) has notified the Council 
of a possible error in the counting of the votes for the High 
Street ward election held on 6 May 2010, which could possibly 
affect the result of the election in that ward. It appears possible 
that the block votes (voters casting all three of their votes for 
one party) for the Labour Party candidates in High Street Ward 
may have been incorrectly logged as 2451 votes instead of 
1451 or some other number. Andrew Kilburn, Chief Executive 
of Waltham Forest Council and Returning Officer, sought 
external legal advice on how best to proceed to ensure that any 
mistakes or errors could be rectified. The only way in which a 
declared election result can be changed is by way of an election 
petition to the High Court. An election court can then examine 
a complaint and order the Returning Officer to take appropriate 
action, including a recount in High Street ward. 

The council takes its role in elections very seriously, over 650 
people were employed to ensure the parliamentary and local 
elections held on 6th May were carried out efficiently, safely and 
fairly. This issue appears to be the result of a very unfortunate 
and isolated human error, and the Chief Executive is satisfied 
that a similar error did not occur in any other ward.

Road safety education, 
cycle training, traffic 
improvement schemes 
and enforcement are 
thought to be behind a 
21 per cent drop in the 
number of road accidents 
in Waltham Forest. 

The number of people 
killed or injured in accidents 
in Waltham Forest dropped 
from 927 to 736 between 
2008 and 2009, a reduction 
of almost 21 per cent. But 
the reduction was tempered 
by a slight increase in the 
number of fatal accidents 
up from three to five in the 
same period. 

The drop is significant 
because there was a 10 per 
cent increase in the number 
of people injured in accidents 
between 2007 and 2008, a 
statistic which had bucked 
the borough’s trend of a 
steady drop in the number of 
accidents since 2003. 

As well as the overall drop 
in the number of people

injured on the roads, there 
were also reductions in 
the number of cyclists, 
under 16s, pedestrians and 
motorcyclists who were killed 
or seriously injured. 

Statistics show that in 
2003 seven people were 
killed, 121 seriously injured 
and 949 slightly injured in 
accidents compared with five 
fatalities, 56 serious injuries 
and 675 slight injuries in road 
accidents in 2009. 

Statistics for England as a 
whole show the number and 


severity of road accidents 
are decreasing despite there 
being more cars on the road 
and increasing numbers of 
people using cycles to travel. 

But despite the reduction 
in the number injuries on 
Waltham Forest’s roads, there 
is still work to be done. Road 
accidents ruin lives, and any 
serious injury or fatality is one 
too many. 

Flead of Road Safety at 
the AA told Waltham Forest 
News: “Safety is always 
top of the list of road users 


requirements and the most 
important thing is that 
when you get good results 
like Waltham Forest’s you 
maintain them - which can 
be very difficult. 

Fie added that increasing 
the skill level of casual cyclists 
was vitally important because 
more people were giving up 
driving in favour of cycling, 
but most of them still thought 
like motorists. 

He said: “We are getting 
people out of their cars 
and onto their bikes but we 
need to get people thinking 
like cyclists, not car users 
riding a bike. That is why 
free cycle training is such 
a good idea, it helps 
reduce accidents.”

Earn your travel back 

• Young people who breach Oyster card guidelines can have them deactivated 
as a punishment 


• Earn Your Travel Back scheme gives 12- 
their cards by doing community work 


Ten young people have 
been making bird boxes 
for use in the borough’s 
parks to help reclaim their 
travel cards. 

The Earn Your Travel Back 
Scheme managed by BTCV 
(British Trust for Conservation 
Volunteers), Transport for 
London and London Wildlife 
Trust, gives young people 
aged 12 to 18, the chance to 
earn their Oyster Cards back 
by doing community work. 

Most cards are deactivated 
because they are defaced 
or otherwise misused by 
their owners, although some 
young people lose their 
cards because of anti-social 
behaviour. 

The aim of the scheme is 


to show young people their 
actions have consequences 
and give them the opportunity 
to atone in a way that 
benefits the wider community. 

Last month, ten young 
people made bird boxes in 
Lloyd Park for use in parks 
around Waltham Forest. 

One young person who 
participated in the scheme 
said: “The day was not at 
all like I was expecting -1 
thought it would feel like a 
punishment but actually we 
did something that will help 
the birds in the park. 

“I think this was a harsh 
lesson for me, but I’m 
glad I did it. I will definitely 
look after my Oyster card 
in future.”

Walthamstow man Peter 
Tarrier and friend Andrew 
Vince, who both lost 
parents to cancer, are 
cycling the length of 
the UK to raise money 
for charity. 

The pair, who met at 
Chingford-based Orion 
Harriers running club are keen 
athletes who have completed 
many running events in the

More fire fighters 
for Walthamstow 


• Walthamstow Fire Station to be rebuilt to provide better facilities and make 
room for bigger vehicles 

• Number of engines will be doubled and space set aside for specialist units 



Walthamstow Fire Station 
is to be demolished, 
rebuilt and expanded 
as part of a drive to 
improve fire services in 
Waltham Forest. 

The number of fire engines 
will increase from one to two 
and the number of firefighters 
doubled to 10. There will also 
be extra space for vehicles 
and the new station will be 
large enough to house the 
biggest vehicles owned by 
London Fire Brigade. 

The existing building 
in Forest Road, 

Walthamstow, 
closed on 27 April 
and the crews 
based there have 
temporarily moved 
to Woodford Fire 
Station until building 
work is completed in 
December 2011. 

Waltham Forest 
Borough Commander 
Richard Squire, 
said: “The current building 


has served London well for 
85 years but it’s no longer 
suitable for the needs of 
a 21 st Century fire and 
rescue service. 

“A brand new fire station is 
fantastic news for Waltham 
Forest and an extra fire 
engine will mean that we are 
better able to respond to 
local emergencies. 

Fie added “Being in the 
heart of the community 


with a fire station that is more 
accessible to the public will 
definitely help to reduce the 
amount of fires and other 
emergencies we attend, as 
there will more opportunity 
to pass on advice to local 
people face to face.” 

Other changes due to 
be made to the station will 
include better kitchen and 
accommodation facilities, 
along with the installation 
of energy saving 
technology.

Acid attackers 
sentenced 

Two Walthamstow men have been jailed for an acid attack that 
left a man severely disfigured. Mohammed Vakas, 26, was found 
guilty by an Old Bailey jury of plotting to murder Awais Akram 
and sentenced to 30 years in jail. Vakas attacked 25-year-old 
Akram after discovering he was in a relationship with his sister 
Sadia Khatoon. On her husband’s orders, Khatoon lured Akram 
into an ambush where he was beaten, stabbed and doused 
with sulphuric acid. Mohammed Adeel, also from Walthamstow 
and 17-year-old Fabion Kuci, from Kilburn, were found guilty 
of conspiracy to cause grievous bodily harm and sentenced to 
14 and eight years respectively. Khatoon and husband Shakeel 
Abassi are still being hunted.

Crime rises 

Crime in Waltham Forest has increased 3.9 per cent according 
to police figures. The number of offences committed in the 
borough during the 12 months from March 2009 to March 
2010 was 27,259 compared with 26,240 during the same 
period the previous year. The increase contrasts with a 1.9 
per cent decrease in total reported crime across London as 
a whole. However there was a significant drop in the number 
of murders, from 10 to four, while motor vehicle crime and 
racially motivated crime also dropped.

Overall they 
assessed us to be providing a fair one-star service, 
with uncertain prospects for improvement.

Some of the things they think we do well include: 

• Getting in contact with us is easy. Opening hours are 
convenient and the response to telephone calls and 
correspondence is timely; 

• The main office provides a welcoming environment and 
staff are polite and professional; 

• Good information is provided on the website, including 
leaflets for new and existing residents, and complaints are 
answered fully; 

• We collect and use diversity information to improve 
services and there are effective translation and interpreting 
services; 

• We work well with our partners to provide welfare and 
debt advice, link vulnerable tenants to floating support and 
promote employment skills; 

• There is good progress in improving residents’ homes and 
high satisfaction with works completed; 

• A high proportion of repairs are completed in target times, 
right first time and within appointment times; 

• Gas appliances are serviced efficiently and effectively; 

• Income recovery processes are managed well; 

• There is an increasing range of ways for residents to get 
involved in our work; 

• We work well with our partners to address unauthorised 
occupation and overcrowding; 

• Estates are generally clean, with no graffiti or abandoned 
vehicles. The grounds maintenance service is generally 
effective and estate inspections help maintain estate 
environments; 

• The collection of revenue service charges from 
leaseholders is high; and 

• There are some examples of gaining efficiencies through 
improved procurement. 

Some of the things they think we need to improve include: 


• We do not monitor the impact of our services on diverse 
communities in some key areas; 

• Our response to antisocial behaviour, domestic violence 
and harassment is weak, resulting in low satisfaction; 

• We do not have up-to-date information on the condition of 
all our stock; 

• The appearance of communal areas reflects a lack of 
investment; 

• A significant loss of income from major works for 
leaseholders demonstrates weak financial management; 

• There are high costs in most areas of operation and these 
are not reflected in positive outcomes in many areas. Value 
for money is not embedded in our work; 

• The support offered to residents applying for aids and 
adaptations is limited; 

• The investment of resident time and energy in formal 
methods of engagement does not produce significant 
outcomes. There is a lack of a joined up, strategic 
approach to resident involvement, for example in making 
the profile of residents involved more diverse; and 

• Leasehold billing is not fully accurate 

We have already begun to address many of the issues raised 
by the Audit Commission. We are united and committed 
to working with residents and the Council to achieve 
improvements that reflect residents’ priorities. We have 
radically reshaped our budget to commit £9.5m to repairs 
and maintenance. This will enable us to begin to address 
outstanding repairs. Further, in partnership with the Council, 
we have allocated over £1 m to our resident Area Contract 
Panels. They will determine how this money is spent to 
improve our estates. 

Actions to address all findings from the Inspection are being 
incorporated into our improvement plans for 2010 - 2011 
and we will keep you informed of our progress through our 
consultation forums and this newsletter.

Chingford Road, from its junction with Forest Road to its 
junction with Omnibus Way (but up to and including No. 164 
Chingford Road on the south side); Diana Road; Dudley Road; 
Farnan Avenue; Forest Road, the north side, from the common 
boundary of Nos. 463/465 and 467/469 Forest Road to its 
junction with Farnan Avenue; Kenilworth Avenue; and Winns 
Avenue, from the common boundary of Nos. 81/83 and 
85/87 Winns Avenue to its junction with Winns Terrace; 

(c) convert the free short stay parking places in Reness Road, 
located by its junction with Higham Hill Road, to shared use 
Winns Avenue CPZ permit and voucher parking places; 

(d) provide new free, 30 minutes maximum stay, no return 
within 2 hours parking places in:- 

(i) Mersey Road, by its junction with Winns Avenue; and 

(ii) Winns Avenue, by its junction with Winns Terrace; 

(e) provide that all existing 30 minutes maximum stay, no 
return within 2 hours parking places in:- 

(i) the roads listed in paragraph 2(a) will be operational during 
the zone hours specified in paragraph 3(c)(i); 

(ii) the roads listed in paragraph 2(b) will be operational on 
Mondays to Sundays inclusive between 8,00 a.m, and 
6.30 p.m; 

[NB. This is excepting the 30 minute bay in Chingford Road, the 
east side outside Nos, 9 to 29, which will operate on Mondays 
to Fridays inclusive between 9,30 a.m. and 4.30 p.m. and on 
Saturdays and Sundays between 8.00 a.m. and 6.30 p.m.]. 

3, The Orders will provide that:- 

(a) residents' permits, business/charity permits, visitors' 


permits, school parking permits, residents' foreign vehicle 
permits and essential user permits may be issued, on 
payment of the appropriate charge, to a person who is the 
keeper of a passenger vehicle (having 8 passenger seats or 
less), certain goods carrying vehicles, motor cycles and invalid 
carriages, providing that in the case of:- 

(i) a residents’ permit, they are a resident of a street specified 
above and their vehicle is UK registered; 

(ii) a foreign vehicles residents’ permit, they are a resident of 
a street specified above and their vehicle is registered outside 
of the UK; 

(iii) a business/charity permit, they have a business in a street 
specified above and that the permit is for a vehicle which is 
essential to the operation of that business and is used in the 
purchase and sale of goods or services in connection with 
that business; 

(iv) an essential users permit, they are a doctor who has 
a surgery in or works in the London Borough of Waltham
